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Native American Tourism of Wisconsin to host 
first ever Native Cuisine Cooking Contest

Native American Tourism 
of Wisconsin (NATOW) is 
hosting its first ever Native 
Cuisine Cooking Contest. The 
contest will be held Monday 
June 9, 2014 to coincide with 
the annual Native American 
Tourism of Wisconsin Con- 
ference. 

“The interest in Native 
cuisine is on the rise. Our 
diverse preparations of what 
nature has provided us is 
an untapped draw to Native 
destinations and we want to 
highlight that, and our talent- 
ed chefs, in the best way pos- 


sible,” said NATOW director 
Ernest Stevens III. 

Stevens says contestants 
may submit up to three food 
entries, but must submit their 
recipes along with their regis- 
tration. 

Food entries must be con- 
temporary dish featuring the 
main ingredient(s) that are 
Native to Wisconsin. And 
may include wild game, wild 
rice, Indian corn, white com, 
squash, berries, maple syrup, 
and other foods found natural- 
ly in Wisconsin. 

“There is no fee to enter the 
contest, but contestants must 
be over the age of 18 and 
provide a Tribal ID,” Stevens 


said. 

Stevens added that it is a 
winner take all contest and 
only one dish will be selected. 
Submissions will be scored by 
a panel of judges based upon 
the most Native Wisconsin in- 
gredients, taste, presentation, 
and technique.

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Meskwaki family hopes medical marijuana 
will save life of 3-year-old son

Quincy Grittmann has faith. 
“I have put my child’s life in the 
Creator’s hands and I know that 
no matter what happens it is 
going to be OK,” she says. 

Grittmann of the Meskwa- 
ki and Ho Chunk tribes, is 
confident that her Native family 
and community will sustain her 
as she embarks on the uncer- 
tain odyssey of a lifetime. On 
April 1, she and her husband 
Brandon moved from Tama, 
Iowa to Colorado Springs, 
Colorado with their 3-year-old 
son, Braedy, so that Braedy can 
receive medical marijuana for 
the grand mal seizures he has 
had since he was 3 months old. 

The decision to move from 
their close-knit community 
on the Meskwaki Settlement 
has not been made lightly. But 
after extensive research into the 
benefits of medical marijuana 
coupled with months in the 
hospital and watching her son 
suffer from the side effects and 
limited success of powerful 
drugs, Grittman decided this 
was her only option. Like many 
other families, desperate for 
relief for ill relatives, they are 
moving to a state where medi- 
cal marijuana is legal. The drug 
is illegal in Iowa. 

The Colorado based nonprof- 
it organization Realm of Car- 
ing, famously champions use 
of a strain of marijuana called 
Charlottes Web to control sei- 
zures; it is given in the form of 
oil and is not smoked. The drug 
is named after a five-year-old 
girl with intractable epilepsy, 
Charlotte Figi, whose seizures 
were controlled by use of the 
oil. The Charlotte’s Web strain 
is high in cannabinoids or CBD, 
and low in THC that produc- 
es the “high” associated with 
recreational use of marijuana. 
CBD is thought to have anti-in- 
flammatory, neuro-protective 
and anti-seizure benefits. 

Braedy s story is similar to 
that of Charlotte who also 
inexplicably began having 
numerous uncontrollable grand 
mal seizures at 3 months of age. 
Like the Grittmanns, the Figis 
soon ran out of options. 

After years of using power- 
ful medications and multiple 
hospitalizations, doctors told 
Charlottes parents there was 
nothing more that could be 
done. The little girl was having 
300 grand mal seizures per 
week and in the hospital most 
of the time; the Figis signed a 
do-not-resuscitate order for 
their five-year-old child and 
said their goodbyes. Doctors 
even suggested putting her in a 
medically induced coma to give 
her little body a rest. 

In desperation, Charlottes 
parents began learning about 
the benefits of medical marijua- 


na, especially CBD. Her mother 
Paige finally found a small 
amount of a strain with low 
THC and high CBD for $800. 
After getting a friend to extract 
the CBD into oil and having it 
safety tested at a lab, she gave 
it to Charlotte. Charlottes sei- 
zures stopped for seven days. 

The family was eventually 
able to convince the Stanley 
brothers, one of Colorado’s 
largest growers of medical mar- 
ijuana, to allow Charlotte to use 
a similar strain that they had 
bred. Although initially very 
reluctant, the brothers finally 
agreed to provide Charlotte 
with cannabis oil. 

“The biggest misconception 
about treating a child like little 
Charlotte is most people think 
that we’re getting her high,” Josh 
Stanley says. “Charlotte is the 
most precious little girl in the 
world to me. I will do anything 
for her.” 

After witnessing Charlotte’s 
remarkable recovery, the broth- 
ers created the Realm of Caring 
Foundation and are being called 
the Robin Hoods of marijuana, 
according to the CNN. 

Charlotte, now 7, gets a dose 
of cannabis oil twice daily in 
her food and is thriving; her 
seizures have been reduced to 
two to three times per month 
and mostly happen in her sleep. 

After learning about the Figi 
family and others who have 
benefited from using the canna- 
bis oil, Quincy was encouraged 
to do more research. 

For the Grittmanns, it all be- 
gan on March 19, 2010. Quincy 
was lying in bed with 3 -month- 
old Braedy when he suddenly 
started having seizures that 
wouldn’t stop. After calling 
911, she and Braedy were 
life-flighted to a hospital where 
the boy remained for three 
months as doctors struggled 
to get the grand mal seizures 
under control. 

“His entire body will convulse 
and shake. Sometimes he stops 
breathing and turns blue and 
we have to give him oxygen. 
Even now, we never know if any 
given seizure will be the one 
that kills him,” she reported. 

Doctors’ initial prognosis for 
Braedy indicated he might die 
within six months. Although he 
has reached the age of 3 years, 
the prognosis is essentially the 
same. “When your child has an 
expiration date, things change. 
Life has been a roller coaster 
ride. Today he might have zero 
seizures, tomorrow he might 
have 10,” according to Quincy. 

Today Braedy is hypoton- 
ic, lacking muscle tone, and 
must use a wheel chair. He 
only recently began to eat baby 
food after months on a feeding 
tube to his stomach. Although 
Braedy can’t speak, he has 
begun to smile and hold his 


head up. All his advancements, 
however, typically get swept 
away when the seizures begin. 
“When the seizures come, he 
gets knocked back to square 
one. He regresses and has to 
learn to smile all over again,” 
she says. When the smiles do 
come, however, they are “mag- 
ical”. 

Quincy thought she had faith 
when Braedy first entered the 
hospital. “I soon found out how 
strong my faith wasn’t,” she 
recalls. 

Watching her baby literally 
deteriorate before her eyes 
nearly drove her to suicide. 

“I had always thought I had 
a strong mind, but I sank into a 
deep depression. I didn’t want 
to be here anymore and watch 
his little body get pummeled 
by the seizures. In a way, he 
was already gone for me, and 
I didn’t want to be here for his 
last breath; I wanted to leave,” 
she said. 

But her family, community 
and tribal elders came to her 
rescue. “They reminded me that 
the Creator doesn’t do things in 
order to hurt you. Maybe this 
is supposed to happen, and if 
it’s time for Braedy to go, I have 
to trust that the Creator knows 
what’s right,” Quincy said. 

She owes much of her 
strength to the Meskwaki 
community. “The community 
support has been incredible; I 
swear I couldn’t do this without 
them,” she notes. 

Members of the community 
have organized fundraisers 
for the family and visit often 
when Braedy is in the hospital. 
Quincy had to quit work and 
now stays home with Braedy 
full-time. 

“When we are out with 
Braedy in the community, no- 
body walks by without saying 
hello to him and talking to him. 
Although he is in a wheel chair 
and non-verbal, people talk 
with him as though he is speak- 
ing to them,” she says. 

For Quincy, it’s as if they 
share her mother’s heartbreak 
for Braedy. “They hold me up 
when I fall. I don’t know what 
I’ll do when we move to Colo- 
rado. I’ll walk into a store and I 
won’t know a single person,” she 
laments. 

The Grittmanns have al- 
ways lived on or near the little 
settlement, sheltered by family, 
extended family and the many 
aunties and uncles who typical- 
ly inhabit the Native sense of 


community. Quincy wonders 
how she will be able to leave her 
home and especially worries 
about leaving her aging grand- 
parents, who raised her. Lois 
and Curtis (Buddy) Davenport 
are in their 90s and currently 
live a few miles from her home. 

“I’ve always gone to see them, 
sat with them, laughing and 
talking. When I cry now, it’s 
mostly about losing them,” she 
notes. 

Unlike the rest of her family, 
Lois and Buddy won’t be able to 
make the 12-hour drive to visit 
them in Colorado Springs. “I’m 
scared I’ll get that fateful call 
while we’re in Colorado Springs 
that they’ve gone,” she said. 

Quincy marvels at the well of 
support she has received from 
family and the community. Her 
cousin Syreeta Savage moved 
to Colorado Springs last month 
with her family in order to be 
there for the Grittmanns. 

The Grittmanns will stay with 
the Savage family until Brandon 
gets a job, and then they find a 
place of their own. 

Quincy hopes to find a 
community of Native people in 
her new home. “My husband 
is non-Native, but I find my 
strength and comfort from 
being among other Native peo- 
ple,” she said. In the meantime, 
prayer and ceremony from both 
her Meskwaki and Ho -Chunk 
relatives sustain her. 

Although the use of mari- 
juana is mostly taboo in Native 
culture, Quincy stresses the 
medical use of the plant. 


“The cannabis oil is naturally 
sourced and I’ve not read that it 
has harmed any of the patients 
who have tried it to control 
seizures,” said Quincy. 

She reports that her Ho- 
Chunk grandma supports using 
marijuana for Braedy, compar- 
ing it to other plant medicines 
used by Native peoples for 
centuries. 

“I told her that other elders 
have told me that this was one 
our sacred medicines,” said 
Betty GreenCrow. 

Although she doesn’t know 
specifics about each tribe’s 
traditional use of marijuana 
GreenCrow noted that it is 
literally one of thousands of 
plants that tribes may use for 
medicinal purposes. Unfortu- 
nately, she reflects, some like 
marijuana or peyote are cast in 
only the negative light, associat- 
ed with their abuse by main- 
stream society. 

“This is why we seldom dis- 
cuss these things,” she said. 

GreenCrow describes her 
granddaughter as a hero whose 
journey may have a purpose far 
greater than the needs of her 
son. 

“She is bringing so much 
awareness and education to the 
world about the uses of medical 
marijuana. That information is 
important for us and for law- 
makers,” GreenCrow said.

The Sand Pillow Head Start 
Director, Gina WhiteEagle 
called a meeting for con- 
cerned parents of youth en- 
rolled in the center and with 
language teacher Hiiwiicozu 
(Samson) Falcon. The topic 
of discussion was the impor- 
tance of offering and keeping 
language in the head start 
program. 

Comments from parents of 
children enrolled in head start 
give good examples of why 
language should be included 
and should be continued in 
their program. 

Leslie Warrington said her 
son Aidan attended last year. 
Every day he would come 
home and tell his big brother 
a new Ho-Chunk word he 
had learned. Hiiwiicozu was 
teaching him, who in- turn 
would teach both her seven 
and two year old children the 
language he was learning. “I 


think this is important teach- 
ing because it is part of who 
they are, their heritage. I think 
it would be a shame to not of- 
fer language to our Ho-Chunk 
youth. Not all children like 
mine, are taught Ho-Chunk in 
the home,” said Warrington. 

A parent that could not 
make the meeting contacted 
Gina by e mail. “I am very 
concerned about this (the lan- 
guage program being cut from 
head start’s program) because 
it is important for our children 
to learn and Hiiwiicozu is a 
wonderful teacher and the 
kids just love him. Definitely 
want him to come back next 
year,” wrote Cindy Ward. 

Thalia Falcon said she had 
a conversation with her dad 
about wanting a summer lan- 
guage program for the head 
start kids. She said her son 
(Cachanazi) is always trying 
to use the language every day. 
She said it encourages her 
to look up some words she 


doesn’t know or she will ask 
someone. “I hope that next 
school year there is some- 
one there (Sand Pillow Head 
Start) to assist with the lan- 
guage so he can continue to 
learn,” she said. 

Jennifer Herrara, Sand Pil- 
low’s Family and Community 


Partners Coordinator shared 
research information from 
an internet site. The research 
showed that babies’ brains 
are constantly working to un- 
derstand the stimulus they re- 
ceive every day. Researchers 
stated that learning a language 
in early childhood, before teen 


years, gives a child the ability 
to achieve native-like pronun- 
ciation. Younger children also 
have an ability to understand 
the rules of language, which 
is a skill that more than likely 
disappears as they become 
adults.

This helps young people look 
at themselves, understand 
what it takes to give up a drug 
abusing lifestyle, and prepare 
for success when they commit 
to change.

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Youth Council makes Christmas a 
little brighter at Pine Ridge

It was a mission of hope, 
love and compassion. 

Six youth, all members of 
the Ho-Chunk Youth Council, 
and four chaperones headed 
west to the Pine Ridge Res- 
ervation in South Dakota on 
Friday, December 20, 2013, 
with two vans loaded with 
clothes, shoes, books, toys 
and food. 

The Youth Council, Gary 
Garvin, Cyrus Ortiz, Izaak 
Ortiz, Celia Lonetree, Lucas 
Stacy and Kyla Rave, plus 
chaperones Sara Dobbs, Laura 
Snake, Jovanna WhiteEagle, 
and Bev Banek arrived the 
next day, Saturday, Dec. 21 , 
at the reservation. They were 
amazed at what they found. 

“The living conditions 
down there are at bare min- 
imum,” Cyrus Ortiz said. 


“Some people are homeless 
and they would have to sit in 
the brutal cold with nothing to 
eat. It was quite an eye-open- 
er. Compared to the Pine 
Ridge reservation, the mission 
in Black River Falls is very 
fortunate to have what it has.” 

“The conditions were hor- 
rid, during the time I was 
there the temperature was 
well below freezing and there 
were people sitting outside 
with maybe just a sweatshirt 
on. There were people liv- 
ing in abandoned buildings, 
drunk, and just hungry,” Izaak 
Ortiz said. 

Dobbs said the group went 
to Mission South Dakota for 
the benefit of the Domestic 
Violence Shelter. 

“My friend Natalie Stites 
was our contact over there,” 
Dobbs said. “We had dinner 
with her and she talked to the

kids about other reservations 
in South Dakota and various 
other aspects of life there. 

The kids really enjoyed her 
knowledge. She use to work 
for the Nation Tribal Courts 
before going back to South 
Dakota where she is from.” 

The evening of their arrival, 
the group gave the Pine Resi- 
dents a special treat. 

“When we were out there, 
we gave away a meal that we 
cooked for them, potatoes, 
ham, com, bread, and juice. 
We served the meal to them 
at the nearby Boys and Girls 
Club,” Kayla Rave said. “We 
also gave toys away to the 
children that we collected and 
bought. We also did a clothes 
drive, people would bring 
their old clothes to us from all 
around, we collected a couple 
totes and bags full of clothes. 
We also brought pillows and 
blankets for the Domestic Vi- 
olence Shelter.” 

What made a profound im- 
pact on the group is the grati- 
tude of the recipients. 

“To me it seemed they were 
very grateful for everything 
we gave them. None of them 
said, ‘Ew’ or ‘No,’ they all 
said ‘Yes, thank you,’” Rave 
said. “When we were giving 
the toys away, some of the 
parents would come up and 
hug us and tell us how grate- 
ful they were 
for us to come 
there. Because 
some of them 
knew that 
they weren’t 
going to be 
able to provide 
for their chil- 
dren and give 
them toys that 
Christmas.” 

“Yes, they 
were very 
appreciative, 
they were very 
emotional, and 
they started to 
hug us and just 
thanking us,” 
Izaak Ortiz 
said. 

“The best 
part of the ex- 
perience was 
getting to know 
some of the 


people down there. They were 
very friendly and welcomed 
us by letting us stay at a 
house near the Boys and Girls 
Club,” Cyrus Ortiz said. 

“When I saw how some 
of those people there were 
living, it made me feel really 
bad,” Rave said. “Because 
I tend to complain about 
things I can’t do like go to a 
friend’s house, or get a new 
pair of jeans. But these peo- 
ple don’t care if they can’t 
go to a friend’s house, they 
have to worry about where 
they might sleep that night, or 
how they’ll feed their dogs or 
themselves for that matter. I 
realize that getting commod- 
ities from the Nation is huge 
because they don’t get any 
free food like we do.” 

Even though it was difficult, 
each of the youth making the 
trip said that they would do it 
again, given the chance. 

“I would help out the people 
on the Pine Ridge Reservation 
again because it’s nice help- 
ing people who are in need. 

I wouldn’t mind giving my 
time to something positive, 
knowing that I’m helping peo- 
ple out and making a differ- 
ence in a person’s life,” Cyrus 
Ortiz said. 

“Yes, I would like to do 
something else for the people 
since they are so unfortunate 
and they were so appreciative 
before and it just seems like 
they could need it,” Izaak Or- 
tiz said. 

“I think the best part of the 
trip was the fact that instead 
of sitting at home doing 
something for myself, I went 
out and made other children 
and families be happy for 
Christmas. It makes me feel 
happy because I can say I 
helped somebody else when 
they were in need,” Rave said. 

“I would do this all over 
again in a heartbeat, this was 
the first time that I had gone 
out and done something for 
somebody else like that. See- 
ing how they all live, makes 
me want to bring all my 
clothes and shoes out there 
for them, because I know they 
would need it more than I do. 
Seeing all them smile made 
me very happy, Christmas 
is about giving, isn’t it after 


all?” she said. 

Dobbs said that she want- 
ed to make the trip for a few 
years. This wasn’t the first 
time it had been done, but she 
wanted to experience it for 
herself. 

“It seemed with my own 
kids, they didn’t fuller under- 
stand how fortunate they were 
to have the things they have,” 
Dobbs said. “My goal before 
leaving was for the kids to 
come back feeling one grate- 
ful, and two, good that they 
had done something great for 
other Natives.” 

Before the group left Black 
River Falls, the youth had 
their own ideas about what it 
would be like in Pine Ridge. 
They said things like “really 
bad” and “really poor,” but to 
have those ideas materialize 
into reality changed them for- 
ever, Dobbs said. 

“I was so proud of the kids 
for everything that they did,” 
she said. “When we got back 
I asked them on a scale of 
one to ten how much did that 
trip change you? I got almost 
all nines and tens. Even an 
8.5 ! I would love to another 
trip like this again and take 
more youth. We had originally 
planned to go back out and do 
a Spring Clean-up this year. 
Don’t know if we will get to 
that. I was really proud of our 
youth on that trip. They really 
got the most out of that trip.” 

The youth talked with peo- 
ple from White Clay, Nebras- 
ka, which is just across the 
border from the Pine Ridge 
Reservation. 

“We talked to some oth- 
ers men willing to be filmed 
about their day to day strug- 
gles,” Dobbs said. “They 
wanted to get them something 
to eat so they went across the 
street and got coffee and Taco 
John’s for them. I loved how 
it was just natural for them to 
have good hearts. They made 
sure they got nice warm jack- 
ets, sweatshirts and gloves. It 
was really truly amazing to 
see our youth respond in such 
a caring way.” 

Also, the group also went 
to the Badlands because it has 
cultural significance, Dobbs 
said. 
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Winneshiek provides tribute 
for Ho-Chunk Code Talkers

At the annual Memorial Day weekend Ho-Chunk 
Nation Pow Wow, Ho-Chunk Nation Tribal Veterans 
Service Officer Sandra Winneshiek dedicated a por- 
tion of the event with an observance of Ho-Chunk 
Code Talkers. 

She talked about the contributions made by the 
Code Talkers, followed by a special song and dance 
in the arena. 

“On behalf of the United States of America, Act 
of Congress 2008, gold medals were awarded to 14 
Ho-Chunk World War II veterans in recognition of 
service as code talkers during World War II,” she 
said. 

Winneshiek submitted the names of 14 Ho-Chunk 
veterans to the Department of Defense (DOD) sec- 
retary and those 14 veterans are now registered and 
recognized as Code Talkers with the DOD. 

The Ho-Chunk Code Talkers honored are: Alvin 
Blackdeer, Navy; Donald Isaac Greengrass, Army; 
Irvin Blackdeer, Army; Adam Littlebear, Army, 

KIA; Alfred Oliver Stacy, Army; Donald Blackdeer, 
Army; George Green, Army, KIA; Bill Whitebear, 
Army; Benjamin Winneshiek, Army; Bill Mike, 
Army; Jesse Mike, Army; Clifford Blackdeer, Army; 


Emauel Thundercloud, Army; and Howard Little- 
john, Army. 

All of the Code Talkers named are deceased. 

The Act of Congress 2008 is a bill enacted by the 
House of Representatives, H.R. 4544 (110th) Code 
Talker Recognition of 2008. This bill was signed by 
President Obama on October 15, 2008 and requires 
the issuance of medals to recognize the dedication 
and valor of the Native American Code Talkers. 

Fourteen Ho-Chunk World War II veterans re- 
ceived a Congressional Gold Medal as an honored 
Ho-Chunk Nation Code Talker while serving in 
the United States Armed Forces as a radio operator 
during World War II. 

The heroic and dramatic contributions of these 
veterans were instrumental in driving back Axis 
forces across the Pacific during World War II. The 
United States Congress will provide all 14 as a Code 
Talker the recognition for the contributions as a 
code talker to the United States victories in World 
War I and World War II.

The money raised from the 
luminary bag sale and the raf- 
fle tickets are for the Cancer 
Closet which is run by the 
Ho-Chunk Cancer Task Force.

“The Cancer Closet helps 
cancer survivors with things 
that can improve their quality 
of life but are not covered 
by insurance,” Voss said. 

“For example we purchased 
a blender for a throat cancer 
survivor when they were 
going through treatment and 
couldn’t chew and we have 
purchased fans for survivors 


who were going through che- 
motherapy and radiation and 
were having hot flashes . . .

“The Jackson in Action 
(JIA) coalition came up with 
the pallet garden idea two 
years ago and ran the initia- 
tive as a pilot program for 
employees participating in 
the Wellness Program at the 
Black River Memorial Hospi- 
tal. Running the program as a 
test pilot gave us the informa- 
tion and feedback we needed 
to be able to run the program 
within other populations,” 
said Lisa Listle, Project Di- 
rector for Together for Jack- 
son County Kids. 

“Fifteen pallet gardens were 
distributed to members of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation (HCN). 


The other fifteen were distrib- 
uted to WIC and DHHS par- 
ticipants,” said Listle 

What is a pallet garden? 
Wooden pallets are used as 
the base or framework for a 
garden spot. A weed barrier 
cloth is stapled underneath the 
pallet. Garden soil is placed 
on top of the cloth. Seeds are 
planted in the soil in between 
the pallet boards. 

The pallet boards keep the 
rows neat and serve as nat- 
ural barriers to weeds and 
moisture loss, keeping plants 
healthy. “Pallet gardening re- 
flects ingenuity in gardening,” 
said master gardener, Ron 
Gasoske. 

“The pallet garden project

(HCN) branch office in Mad- 
ison on May 14. Tina Boisen, 
Director of HCN Department 
of Labor, facilitated the meet- 
ing which began at 9 am. 

At the beginning of the 
meeting each participant 
introduced themselves and 
gave a brief summary of their 
interest in the meeting and a 
description of their business 
needs or plans. 

Zoar Fulwilder, a new com- 
er to the Think Tank meetings 
and owner of a construction 
company said he needed 
workers for jobs already 
in progress. “I am looking 
for glazers, carpenters and 
plumbers for a job I am con- 
tracted to do now,” he said. 
This is one of the barriers that 
small business owners come 
up against, not having a cen- 
tral point to find workers with 


skills needed for certain jobs. 
The question was discussed 
how do companies find the 
laborers to fill jobs.

Business Think Tank would 
be helpful as a source for 
those seeking support for 
starting a business. She sug- 
gested that the column would 
develop and grow as the

Three of Luz’s four older 
brothers also attended and 
graduated from the school. 

She received a National 
Honor Society membership 
wallet-size card and a deco- 
rative certificate for framing 
from the National Honor 
Society. Her name will also 
be listed in a publication as a 


member of the National Hon- 
or Society. 

When asked how she earned 
this award, “I focused and 
tried my best. I’ve always 
been told to be successful I 
need to get a good education,” 
said Carriaga. “My mom told 
me many times, see the world 
and bring back that knowl- 
edge. Someday I will be a 
leader.” 

Carriaga said there were 
many interesting and wonder- 
ful people at the school. She 
told of several teachers that 
seemed to require a lot out of 
their students. Carriaga said 
these were the tougher classes 
that she had to work the hard- 
est in, but she succeeded. 

Carriaga said she was the 
only Ho-Chunk student at- 
tending the school. However, 
she met students from many 


other tribes, Florida Seminole, 
White Mountain Apache’ and 
many more. She said there is 
a banner in the gym recogn- 
inzing many tribes. She said 
she saw the Ho-Chunk tribe’s 
representation on the banner. 

She looks forward to her 
junior year next year at Riv- 
erside Indian School, as there 
will be all new dormitories 
and a new high school. 

Carriaga proudly expressed 
that she will be graduating 
from Riverside Indian School 
May 2016.
